TITLE (A.) 

HEREAS the Legislature did, in their last ses- 
ion, pass an act to change the manner and form of 
Leaping the public accounts of this state ; and the 
ropriety of a uniform mode of currency, throughout ^ j » 
le United States, becoming every day more obvious, ISh, me. ^* 
ind with a wish to forward the same, as also for in- v^-^-v-^ 
lucing our fellow citizens to follow the example in 
leir different transactions — 

1. Beit ordained y That from and after the first day 
: February next, all accounts in the public offices of "ubnc^^cei" 
lis city, shall be kept in dollars, cents, and mills; a ai:e to bp kept. 
^nt the hundredth part of a dollar, a mill the thou- 
sandth part of a dollar. 

2. That it shall be the duty of the City Treasurer, 
incompliance with the intent and meaning of this 
ordinance, to open a new sett of books, in dollars, 
cents,' and mills; and in like manner keep a cash 
book, in dollars, cents and mills, in which shall be 
eotered the daily receipts and expenditures of the 

treasury. - ^ 

' 3. That from and after the first day of February 

next, all judgments obtained in the court of wardens,* 
j 0! any nature whatsoever, shall in like manner be- 

entered up in dollars, cents and mills, agreeable to

for sale, or sell, or expose to sale any of the sorts of 
bread mentioned in tnis ordinance, shall fairly imprint 
and number, or cause the^ame to be done, on every 
loaf of each respective sort of bread he, she or they 
shall make or bake, or sell or expose to sale, the num- 
bers hercijnafter mentioned, that is to say : Upon every 
loaf of bread which shall be made, baked or sold, or 
exposed to sale, as white bread, made of flour of the 
finest quality, the number one, (I.) — Upon every loafg^^^ ^ ^ 
of wheaten bread, the number two, (2.)— and upon numtiw^. 
every loaf of household bread, the number three, (3.) 
And every person who shall make or bake for sale, or 
shail expose to sale, any loaf of the difierent sorts of 
bread authorised to be niade in pursuance of this or- 
dinance, which is not numbered agreeably thereto,^ 
every, such persop or persona, for every time, he,, she 

or they offend in the premises, and be thereof convict- penalty, 
. ed, shall forfeit or pay a sum not exceeding sixty dol-

ware-house or out-houses, of or belonging to any ba- 
ker or vender of bread or elsewhere, and there search 
for, view, weigh and try all or any part of the bread 
which shall be there found, and if any shall be disco- 
vered wanting in the goodness of the materials of 
which it shall b^ made, or deficient either in baking 
or legal weight, or not tru^y numbered, or fraudulently 
mixed : in every such case, the Intendant, any of the 
fo?^e'^rf Wardens of this city or magistrates of the district 
shall seize such bread so found, and send the same to 
the Poor- House for the use of the poor, or make such 
other charitable distribution thereof as to him or^them 
shall seem expedient, 
f enaityforBa- 5. That if any baker or vender of bread shall re- 
Wuf^'wa^^^ s^ch seatch and seizure to be made, or in any 
i)r«eizure. wisc hinder or resist the same, or shall at any time 
abuse any public oflScer or officers, his or their clerk 
or clerks, deputy or deputies^ in the proper discharge 
of their public duty, he, she or they shall, for every 
such offencte, forfeit a sum not exceeding one hundred 
dollars, and moreover shall have his, her or their 
name or names published in one of the gazettes twice, 
in addition to the forgoing forfeiture of one hundred 
dollars. 
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6. That the City Clerk, or in case of his absence city cierk t<^ 
or sickness, his deputy shall within the last day on^"p^i^'S' 
every week, from the best information he can procure ^'i®''^. 
from those who sell the largest quantity of flour to the 
bakers, make in writing (upon oath, if thereunto re- 
quired) to the City Council, if they shall convene, or 
upon there being no council, to the Intendant for the 
time being, touching the average price per barrel of 
1961bs net, of the several qualities of flour sold within 
the city for the current week, to the intent that all 
bakers of bread, if they shall think fit, may attend the 
setting of the said assize ; which said average price 
shall be deemed and taken as the ordinary price of 
such flour for the ensuing week; to which shall be 
added the sum of eighteen shillings and eight pence, 
as a full compensation to the baker; and the assize 
shall be ascertained and appointed according to the 
same, agreeably to the table of assize hereunto an- 
nexed, which shall be notified in any one of the ga- 
zettes, in the first publishing day of every week, for 
the information of all concerned ; so that notwith* » 
standing any advance or reduction that may happen 
in the price of flour,,no alteration shall be made in 
the assize for the current week ; either to raise the 
same higher, or sink the same lower. • 

7. That the City Clerk, or in case of his absence citv cwk t» 
or sickness his deputy shall, within the last day of ™f*th sprites of 
every week, make a return in the form of a certificate the different 
of the prices of the different qualities of flour, in the Fioun^* 
manner already expressed ; to which return the said 

city clerk, or in case of his sickness or absence his 
deputy shall, from time to time, subscribe his name. 
And in case the said city clerk, or in his absence or 
sickness his deputy shall neglect or refuse to make the 
same, the person so ofiending, shall forfeit and pay a 
sum not exceeding fifty dollars.

boats, or other vessels, one per cent ; for all goods, 

wares and merchandize, landed from op board of any

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^essel or vessels, and which shall be sold immediatelj 
On being landed on the wharf, or at the store of the 
^original importer or consignee, the amount whereof 
|baU exceed ten thousand dollars, one per cent ; and 
i all sales made in like manner of any such goods, 
Scares and merchandize, on any wharf, or at the store 
fefthe owner, of the original importer or consignee, 
the amount whereof shall not exceed ten thousand 
dollars, nor be less than five thousand dollars, one 
and one half per cent ; and for all other goods, wares 
and merchandize, three per cent ; which said per cen- 
.tage, sum or sums stopped^or retained, as above di- 
rected and required, are hereby declared to be as a 
tax, or as duties imposed by the City Council, to and 
for the use and benefit of the city, and shall be paid 
by every auctioneer or vendue master, once in every 
three months, namely, on the twentieth day of June, to pay the

2. That each and every person or persons, at pre- 
sent holdii^ licences as vendue master or aucftioneer, 
or vendue masters or auctioneers, shall .not have a 
nght to c^tinue to act as such, until he or they shall 
have made application to the City Council of Char- 
leston, and obtain a licence or licences to act as an A^^^^^nd^n^ 
auctioneer or vendue master, or auctioneers or vendue obtain a li- 
masters, and shall have previously entered into a bond ^"^^ 
or obligation to the City Council of Charleston. To 
every bond or obligation, tHere shall be (wo good se- 
curities, who shalloef approved of by the Council, and 
shall be jointly and severally bound with the said 
vendue master or auctioneer, or vendue masters or 
auctioneers, in the sutri of five thousand pounds ster- 
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ling, as required by the laws of the state, for the due) 
observance of this ordinance, and all other ordinan- 
ces which may hereafter be passed, for the regulatioii 
of vendues, and the laws of the state, so far as may 
relate to the sales at vendue within the City of Char* 
leston. 

3. That each and every person or persons, who may 
be desirous of obtaining a licence or licences to act 
as vendue master or auctioneer, or vendue masters or 
auctioneers, within the corporate limits of the City of 
Charleston, shall, and h^ or they are hereby required 
to make application therefor to the City Council ol| 
Charleston, and on his, or their obtaining said liceriftc^ 
or licences, and complying with the conditions, ana 
entering into bond as herein before directed, to ob- 
serve the restrictions imposed by this ordinance, and 
all other ordinances which may hereafter be passed for 
the regulation of vendues, each and every of them 
shall be authorized to act as an auctioneer or vendue 
master, or auctioneers or vendue masters, within th 
said limits. 
No person but 4. That no pcrson (cxcept as is herein be£:)re ex 
ceivcriicence ccptcd) shall act as vendue master or auctioneer^ uij- 
less he shall have been a citizen of this state two yeaisj 
previous to his application for a licencej and sjaall; 
have given bond or obligation,, with two good secu-^ 
rities, jointly and severally with him in the sum of 
five thousand pounds sterling,, payable *tpjhe' City 
Council of Charleston, and conditioned for the tr^e

scribe, before the City Treasurer, the following oath:

true account to the City Treasurer, of all the ships, 
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Iboats, or other vessels, lands, houses, slaves, horses, 

Seattle, goods, wares, and merchandize, which I may, 

either in person, or by my agent, sell or dispose of at 

hpublic vendue, and pay the tax, or per centage, im- 

mosed by virtue of this ordinance, or any subsequent 

[ordinance^ on all sales liiade at vendue; and that J 

[will produce my books, which shall contain an ac- 

tount of all sales made by me at vendue, and that I 

' will not directly or indirectly, by myself, or any person 

acting under me, or as a partner with me, do any 

act to evade paying the tax or per centage imposed 

, by this or any subsequent ordinance, on any article 

so sold, either by myself, or any person or persons 

f afeing under my authority, or in partnership with me, 

and that I am not at this time in partnership with any 

' person who is not a citizen of the United States, and 

that I will not enter into copartnership with any aliien, 

whilst I continue to act under the licence granted to 

I me, and this I solemnly swear, without any kind of 

i equivocation, or mental reservation whatever. So 

phelp me God." And that whenever any person or 

[ persons, shall apply for a licence to act as a vendue 

I master or auctioneer, or vendue masters or auctio- 

' neers, and shs^ navie taken the foregoing oath, and 

given bond or bonds, with the securities bound as 

aforesaid, the City Treasurer shall give him or them 

respectively, a licence or licences, to act as a vendue 

master or auctioneer, or vendue masters or auctio- 

[ neers, as each case shall require. 

6. That in case any person or persons, not being Penalty for 
licenced agreeably to the teriorof this ordinance, or ^^I^Jj^J^*^^"^ 
not having entered into bond or bohdis with securi- 
ties as before directed, shall at any time presume to 
I act as an auctioneer or vendue master; or auctioneers 
or vendue masters, within the limits of the City of 
Charieston, he or they so" offending, for every such 
offence, shall forfeit the sum of five hundred pounds 
sterling, as heretofore prescribed by the laws of this 
state, to be recovered in the Court of Com moh Pleas ; 
one half of the said sum to be p^id to the informer ; 
i and the other half to be paid into the City Treasury, 
I for the use of the city ; and every person so bffendirtg, 
shall also be disqualified for sev^n years thefeaftier,

Auctioneers to 6. That the Said auctioneers or vendue masters, 
keep books of shall be obliged, and he or they is and are obliged a 
a^s es ma e, i-gq^^jj^gd ^q ^eep a book or books, wherein shall b 

entered all ships, boats, or other vessels, lands, houses; 
slaves, horses, cattle, goods, wares and merchandize 
by him or them sold or disposed of at vendue, andt 
whom, and at what prices the same were sold ; whic 
said book or books shall be sworn (or affirmed to) and 
laid before and examined by the City Treasurer^ at 
every time of settlement to be made with him, for the 
tax or per centage, hereby made payable to him,*>r 
the use and benefit of the City ©f Charleston. 1 hat 
the said City Treasurer is hereby authorized and re- 
quired to call upon the said vendue masters or auc- 
tioneers respectively, once in evei'y three months as 
before expressed, to render on oath (or affirmation) 
an account of sales made as aforesaid. And that 
case of any neglect or refusal of any auctioneer 
vendue master, to render such account upon oath ( 
affirmation) or to pay within one month thereafter,? 
whatever shall appear to be dite to the said City 
Council, on all sales as aforesaid made at vendue, 
nl^cung^^to when called on by the City Treasurer for that pur- 
pay assess- posc, iu either case, the City Treasurer, is here re- 
ment. quired immediately to represent the same to the City 
Council ; and when directed by the City Council, to 
put in suit in the Court of Common Pleas of this state, 
the bond or obligation of every such auctioneer or 
vendue master so refusing or neglecting; and the said 
auctioneer or vendue master so offending, shall for- 
feit his licence as auctioneer or vendue master, and 
be rendered incapable of obtaining a new licence for 
the term of seven years ; and the said forfeiture, and 
the name of the said vendue master or auctioneer, 
shall be published by the said City Treasurer. And 
in case of his or their continuing to sell at auction, or 
as vendue masters after the forfeiture of his, or their 
licence as aforesaid, he or they so offending, shall for- 
feit and pay the penalty heretofore prescribed by the 
laws of this state, for every such offence, for the use 
1^ and benefit of the city. And it shall be the duty of 
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the City Treasurer to publish the returns of each and 
every vendue master quarterly. 

7. That in case the City Treasurer shall neglect to 

call on the several Auctioneers or vendue masters res-^.^ Treasure* 
pectively, for payment of the tax or per centage here- 6t's duty, 
by imposed, or which may hereafter be imposed by 
any city ordinance, at the expiration of even^ three 
months as aforesaid, or to make to the City Council 
the representation hereby required and directed, the 
said City Treasurer neglecting so to do, shall be lia- . 
ble to make good all losses that may arise from such 
neglect. And it shall be the duty of the City Trea- 
sujter to lodge all bonds given by the auctioneers or

8. That nothing herein contained shall be constru- 
ed, so as to extend to the exemption of any vendue No exemption 
master or auctioneeer, or vendue masters or auctio- stockln^trade.

able under the present, or any future tax ordinance, 

m the payment of a tax on stock in trade, for such 
ds, wares and merchandize as they hold, or may 
e sold by him or them at private sale. 
' 9. That the vendue tax which has accrued from 
the 20th day of August last, to the 3Jst day of Decem- ^^^^lohe 
her last, (at which time the United States ceased to collected, 
impose and levy a tax on property sold at auction) be 
collected agreeable to the tax laid, and the provisions 
made, by the ordinance of the 13th of March, 1816, 
the ordinance of the 24th of April last to the contrary 
thereof in anywise notwithstanding. 

10. That all former Ordinances, " imposing a tax 
on persons acting as auctioneers or vendue masters. Repeals, 
and for the collection of the same, on property sold by 
them within the City of Charleston, excepting so much 
of the ordinance of the tweaty-fourth of April, 1817, 
as may relate to the sales made between the thirty- 
first day of December, 1817, and the twenty-fourth of 
March instant, be and the same are hereby repealed: 
provided, however, that this repeal shall not invali-

Whereas several distressing accidents have lately 
arisen from * persons throwing, or permitting to be

cles, and it has become essential to the safety of the 
Preamble, inhabitants thereof, to check and prevent such prac- 
tices : 

Be it ordainedy That any person or persons who 
shall throw, or permit, or suffer to be thrown from the
